1899-by being elected Pittsylvania's 
representative in the State Senate

contest. He 


served during the extenuated session

Baby Deaths From Dusthitf Vowdcr. 


If any reader of this column knows 


of any child that has been maU<> sen- 
ously sick by any dusting powder, or 
has been killed in that way. I would 
appreciate a letter giving the essen- 
tial facts. 
The letter may result in 


some correspondence, but i^ will not 
cause any unpleasant publicity. 


In 1922 Dr. Herman reported 12 


children who had been poisoned by 
stearate of zinc dusting powders. La- 
ter D,r.

Messages Sent 


Soon In Secret 


o - 


By IfEA Service 
LONDON. 
Aug. 
6. — Secret radio 


transmission on short waves, for com- 
mercial use. will be in general use by 
the end of the year. 
This startling prediction is made 


by radio engineers and manufactur- 
ers here who have just disclosed a 
series of tests they had been making 
between America and Englnad for 
several months. 
In 
these 
experiments. " messages 


were sent from the Long Island high 
power station of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America to the broadcasting 
station outside London. 
They were 


transmitted on low wavelengths, so 
that this eliminated most of the re- 
ceiving sets built to receive only 
broadcasting wavelengths. 
To avoid being heard by amateurs 
and any others not entitled to hear- 
ing the messages, the words were 
confused by a mechanical arrange- 
ment on transmission, to be put in 
orderly array on reception at* the 
other "end. 
It is this secret method 


of confusing messages during trans- 
mission on which the commercial 
broadcasters depend for secret trans- 
mission. 
At the same time, large commer- 


cial organizations that now depend on 
the cables for their messages, see 
great advantages in Marconi's sys- 
tem of directional transmission on 
short waves. - There is a difference of 
opinion as to which method is the 


In case of the directional beam, 
the straight message is transmitted 
along a particular line direct to the 
point where it is. to be received. If 
an amateur along that line happens 
to be tuned to the wavelength of the 
beanj, he will hear and understand 
the entire message, unless it is sent 
In code. Liability of spying is fore- 
seen by those not In favor of this 
system. 


In the other system, however, the 
jumbled words are broadcast In all 
directions, producing the likelihood 
of being picked up anywhere within 
reach of the receiver. 


Further work is going on. how- 
ever, toward the perfection of both 
systems. 
Marconi, for instance, re- 
cently predicted transmission of mes- 
sages on waves so short they will be 
measured in centimeters, rather than 
meters—too short to be picked up by 
any receiving set but those actually 
made for the purpose.
